HOUSING IN QUEBEC: THERE'S GOT TO BE SOME CHANGES MADE 


Waat is the housing situation in this province? To begin with, it's deplorable. 

In Quebec, land speculation and property rights and the price of land is such that 

only those who are relatively well off cau afford to have some. Legislation in 

Quebec is the kind that permits 80% of the population to be dominated by the other 

20%. That's the approximate tenant/landlord ratio in this province. The reason, 
legislation is based not on human values, as they are in most of the other provinces, 
but on land values. This means that, as far as housing is concerned, the people 

are almost completely at the mercy of the huge land speculators and holding companies. 
These corporations have the power to buy out land, expropriate houses, evict tenants 
and small home owners and knock houses down, usually at the whim of a city administrator. 
Tue prime example of this is the Milton Park area, and we all know where that's led. 

Yet another example, and perhaps a strongex one is the kind of project that demolishes 
homes and builds highways or parking lots in their places, just so the people who 8 
afford cars can have more traffic problems, above aud beyond the ones they already have. 


Just what are the housing laws in Quebec? Tuere are three legal systems in which housing 
is involved that are exclusive to Quebec, the Civil Code, the Rental Board Act and the 
Quebec Housing Corporation Act. The Civil Code concerns itself with housing only where 
landlord/tenant relationships are concerned. It doesn't do much for the 80% of the 
population of Quebec that does not own their own homes, In fact, the Civil Code is 

so highly slanted in favor of the landlords that a tenant is forever at a loss to do 
anything against the landlords in a legal sense. If the tenant should win, chances are 
he will have to fork a small fortune in court costs and lawyers fees. 


The Rental Board Act is a more equitable piece of legislation.  Passec in April of 1951, 
it is applicable to all houses in the province built before then, An emendment passed in 
1968 allows municipalities in the province to extend the jurisdiction of the act to 
houses built before 1966 provided the city in question makes the application. Montreal 
has yet to dc this. | 


The act itself was passed to protect tenants from abuses of landlords during the 

postwar housing shortage and so it considerably better disposed towards tenants 

thand the Civil Code. It gives the tenants a legal recourse to contest such things as 
unjust and exorbitant increases in rent and arbitrary evictions. If the Rental Adminis- 
trator's decision is iu favor of the landlord, the tenant can always make an appeal. 

The service offered by the Rental Board is completely free of charge. There are no 
legal fees or court costs to pay and this is a decided advantage over the Civil Code. 


Now lets have a look at Urban Renewal. The province has a law to cover that too. It's 
the Quebec Housing Corporation Act and although it does offer people recourse to fight 
a city in its urban renewal projects, the law is too vague and insufficient to be all 
thac effective. It requires a city to make an application to the province before 
starting an urban renewal project and if the province refuses, the project is scrapped. 
The act also forces the city to make the project a matter of public domain within 
ten days of its adoption by the city and gives residents of the area 30 days to 
register any objections to the project. Nothing forces the cities to make the project 
public while it's still in the planning stages and it's quite possible for a city to 
keep an urban renewal project a secret until the plans are all drawn up. This gives 
area residents only 30 days to organize and send off any large scale complaints to the

provincial government. The law is also very vague in one respect. It claims to be 

ia favor of low-rental housing, but nowhere in the act is low rental housing strictly 
defined. To some, low rental houses are nouses for which one pays $150.00 a month and 
that's not easy to do when you're on welfare. The law is worded in such a way that 
virtually any project can be passed if the citizens of the area in question don't 
voice any objection within the 30 day limit. 


Even from this judgement of only a few facts, it is quite obvious that housing 
legislation iu the province of Quebec is still inadequate. Despite tbe efforts of 

the justice minister to prolong the Rental Board Act ou a permanent basis and in suci 

a way that all the houses in the provinces come under its jurisdiction, there is still 
no law that permits tenants to know whether or not their homes will be demolished until 
the urban renewal plan concerned is completed and made public.  Witi; only 30 days to 
organize, any attempt to form an effective opposition to an urban renewal plan can best 
be described as an unco-ordinated and hap-l:azard affair without much chan of success. 
There have been at least three exceptions. 


In Verdun's May-B:assard zone the residents learned of the plan througn an error on 6 
part of the City. Verdun announced its plans for urban renewal in 1968 but came up 
against a rather unexpected source of opposition, the City o£ Montreal. Montreal 
accounced its own plans for extension of the Metro and it was for this reason that some 
of Verdun's City councillors thought that urban renewal wouldn't be such a bad idea. 
But Montreal, in the course of its preparations, announced no less than four changes in 
the locations of the Metro stations in Verdun. This meant that Verdun had to postpone 
its decision on their urban renewal project, which had been announced in the local 


papers. Lis gave the citizens the time they needed to organize against the plan. 


Another exception is the Milton Park zone, in the centre of Montreal. The City nad 
already gone through the process of freezing the land values and selling the land and 
the buildings on them to Concordia Estates, a large development firm and a subsidiary 
of Power Corporation. Concordia Estates lost money, however, and after buying up the 
property and boarding some 250 homes, found themselves unable to afford the cost of 
demolishing these homes. Result--250 homes were left to rot and nave been unoccupied 
for over two years. Tis gave the citigeus time to organize. Whenever Concordia 
applied for a loau, the local residents were able to make a loud enough noise to get 
the potential lenders to think twice about a loan. Their goal is to reopen tuese 
houses for low income families, and with Concordia on the verge of declaring bankruptcy, 
their chances look good.

Another example of where the citizens were able to block an urban renewal plan was in 
Joliette, where the residents called a meeting through the Quebec Housing Corporation 
and voiced their objections to the plan. As a result of that meeting the City was forced 
to make some rather important changes in the project and both parties were satisfied. 
These, however, were isolated examples and were largely the results of accidents in the 
citizens' favor. It's a pity that the province hasn't passed forcing all municipalities 
to consult the citizens affected by an urban renewal plan before tne plans are even 
completed. The excuse that Verdun gave for not doing this was taat it was not practical 
to look at unfinished plans. Soemone should have told that to the administration of the 
City of Outremont. Tey had the courtesy to do just that, thereby setting a precident 
in urban planning. Perhaps this is one fact that can be used as such on the Island of 
Montreal at least. t's certainly indicative of the fact that changes are possible and, 
as tne law reads now, these changes are necessary. 
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DOM? een GUILTY ! 


The latest thing that members of G.M.A.P.C.C. (Greaver Montreal Anti- 
Poverty Co-Ordinating Committee) are discussing are the jobs that some 
members got gfom L.I.P. and how some are saying that people have changed 
since working and how some feel guilty for working and receiving a salary. 
Plus the fact that people are not organizing anymore and are now running 
some of the projects like agencies if nct worse. But the fact is that 
poor people are human beings too, and tend to copy professional people 
who work at agencies (who clse have they got to copy?) Some people tend 
to make mistakes such ag becoming rude or impersonal in their approach to 
help people which in turn makes it nard vo orgonize. 


When we started G.M.A.P.C.C. we stated that we wouldn't have anything 
to do with the Liberal Party and that we would make alliances with unions 
and groups involved in the sane struggle as G.M.A.P.C.C, But the Liberal 
Party came up with a brilliant idea to stop the middle class from 
screaming because there weren't any jobs for them -- they started the 
Local Initiatives Programme.  G.M.A.P.C.C. saw its chance to go after some 
of that money so that it would see that some of the members who had been 
volunteering their time for the past two years would receive some of that . 
money. Some observers felt that it was sort of a contradiction in a sense 
but not to go after nay of that money would have been insanity. 


First of all, people will change when there is a financial change in 
their lives, Rich people wil] become more greedy and want to exploit more 
people} and poor people, afte. living off welfare: for two or three years 
on $180,00 per month and who tien get $90.00 per week will naturally 
change. The poor are making a mistake though they are “topping at the 
wrong time, just like unions im the past who stopped when they reached a 
certain salary and certain condition in the factory, but who should have 
kept fichting until they changed more wasic things like the state of their 
houses and health and education of their families ( the C.S.N. is now work 
ing towards these goals ). So the thing is, people shouldn't feel guilty 
for having a sal:-y but should kcep fighting to make a better life for 
themselves and ali the oppressed people in Quebec. 


There is absolutely nothing wrong with wanting and having certain 
things such as a good house, access to free midicine, medical and dental 
care, a bottle of whiskey, to go tc a theatre, to have nice clothes. 

These are all goodies, but try not to frrgct what G.M.A.P.C..C is all about 
It's a movement, not a social agency (even though we are labelled as sch) 
and whether we ges a salary or not shouldn't affect us in our goals.

"Chow Chene-fu was a bare poor peasant who got lan” and house for the first 
time in the distribution that followec the "sett linc o” accounts.” Land and house 
made possible the acquisition of a wife. Through a po-between he made a match with 
a puppet soldier's widow ten years hic junior. 6 because of the difference 
in their ages, Cheng-fu proved to be a very jealous husband. Me would not allow his 
wife out of his eight for even an instant. Over this issue they soon fell to quar- 
relling. To settle the matter, he beat her, anc she, being a woman of some spirit, 
went to the meee Association. The women sent a celeration to talk to Chow Cheng- 
fu. They reminded hin how hard it was for a poor ae to cet a wife at all. 

Once married he ought to treat his woman with great restect, be patient with her, 
and helo her to overcome her mistakes, esnecially since ghae was younger than he. 

If he beat her she would only learn to hate hin, their relations would steacily wor- 
sen, and in the ent she might demand a divorce. Ir that case he would lose his 
wife completely. Since Show Chengefu dic not lite tie ivea of a divorse he decided 
to be gentle with his wife thereafter. Later when ne went away to do rear service 
at the battlefront, he vot a literate companion tc write a letter thanking the Vo- 
men's Association for their hele: ‘After I left hore I thought it over and rea- 
lized that you were kind enough to try an? hele uc. Now 1 “now that it is only 
through mutual love an? recooct that husban? an’ wife can live happily together and 
build a good life.”

S.C.R.A.B.S.) a sub cousitte of the South Shore Citizens Association 
(8.8.C.A.). There is not much to report this month from tne South 
Shore. The bailiffs are not seizing like they were last month. 


Since Jan. to the end of Feb. we have helped over eighty (80) citizens. 
Put since our local initiative program which started on March l, we 
have sad very few cases to come to our office or phone, We ۹6 been 
taking cases outof the news papers, outof w ich we have helped 35 
citizens, and they were all illegal. ¿ut without the project these 
people would not have known their rights, and would of been sold and 
they would not have veen able to do a thing about it. 6 oppositions 
were put in ior a main-levée on the grounds of the taousand dollar 
(1,000) was left in the debtors place of residence. As article 552 of 
tue civil code of procedure states. Our crabs advocates are doing a 
good job, they have learned well and are in tne process of helving the 
French Group of advocates in 86121768 watter, tor we are trying to 
work hand in hand with them, because most of the S.S.C.h.A.5.5. 
Advocates are bilingual and so far ourcases are mostly French citizens. 


fhe project does not only handle seizures but also community workers 
are inbolved and their foo is to veet tne public by going door to door 
“ending out infor. ation about rights and landlord rights, also a ques- 
tionaire on consumers affairs. 16 have a research teau who's job is ٥ 
set toe information for the communtity workers to give out. So far 

we have seen over a hundred(100) citizens who have filled in tre ques- 
tionaire forms. So far the project is doing a what it said it would. 
Besides, the project has given fourteen (14) people work, A lot of 
the workers were on welfare (ten(10) in all). We are hoping to nave 
at least three (5) community meeings which is the job of the research 
team, and the community workers team, 


The places we are hoping to hold tne meeings on consumers protection 
are Greenfield Park, Lafleche, St. Hubert. - These are the areas taat 
we are finding out need it the most also Brossard if possible. There 
are four (4) persons to a team plus 1 secretary and coordinator. The 
office itself has been open for three (3) weeks since warch 10, and 
we have to close tie project at theend of ay, so it does not give us 
much time to do what we really would like to do. Dut as lon; as we 
are in operavion we will do our best. Some of tue people we nave 
helped are so glad to know that there are otner citizens who are trying 
to help their fellow mankind, and tiet taere is an organization doing 
something about how the bailiffs work. | : 


So our advocates are pretty hap.y to know that they are doing some vhing 
worth while, helping somebody out and wetting paid for it. 1 only hope 
that they feel the same way after the profect is finished, that they 
continue tais work and foin S.S.C.R.A.B.S. to do tie soñe tring on a 
voluntary besis.

There 
has been a lot of talk circulating 
recently about hospitality Booths 
and their effectiveness in the 
welfare office and to the welfare 
recipient in particular. 


A lot of argument PRO and CON 
has been going on for some time - 
but I would suggest to the reader 
that the only arguments that go 
against the welfare booth is the 
so called PROfessional negative 
attitude. 


Any endeavour or undertaking 


were faced with was the lack of furniturby anyone or any group not worth 


particularly desks, chairs, offise 
equipment, playroom furniture, etc. 


and an effort was made to secure them 


locally without charge to eliminate 
any unnecessary expenditures from 
our budget. ۱ 


While the response from the 
local merchants fell on "dead" ears 
we persisted and managed to secure 
all we needed to get started and 
donations were made from a local 
church, private donors and the local 
community centre. 


Following are breif comments 
by the writer with regard to the 
above services; - 


1. WELFARE ADVOCACY: The need for 
welfare advocats:to deal directly 
with the welfare recipient prefer- 
ably at a hospitality booth at the 
local welfare office obviates a 
considerable number of problems 
faced by people applying for welfare 
for the first time, and also for 
those people. presently on welfare 
and not fully aware of the entitle- 
ments they justly deserve according 
to the social aid act - Bill 26. 


its salt would not be the target 
of all this adverse publicity if 
it did not indeed make a lot of 
people very very un omfortab_e 
about what they should be doing 
and are not - which is simply to 
ensure people are given what is 
theirs according to the law. Pop- 
ular advocats working for citizens 
groups have no axe to grind ard 
are not hampered by bureaucratic 
red tape.

and reasonable living. 

When over 600,000 people in a 
country of this size are out of 
work and have been for so long is 
it not understandable many. debts 
and committments made could not be 
honoured. Most of these people were 
forced as no alternative existed 
to go on welfare and to add insult 
to injury a great many were seized. 

Many of these people were help- 
ed directly by C.R.A.B.S. and once 
again the need for every citizen to 
familiarize themselves with their 
rights against bailiff seizures is 
of the utmost importance. 


3. BUDGETING AND NUTRITION: 

Duc to the ever spiralling cost of 
food, welfare and low income resi- 
dents are hard pressed to keep up 
with this problem. A person who has 
extensive experience in this feild 
of budgeting and nutrition is avail-
